REGULATIONS. 

Regulations  are  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  with  regard  to  meat 
inspection,  live-stock  quarantine,  the  interstate  movement  and  exportation  of 
live  stock,  the  inspection  and  quarantine  of  imported  animals,  the  certification 
of  pure-bred  animals  imported  for  breeding  purposes,  the  inspection  of  reno- 
vated butter,  etc.  As  these  regulations  are  subject  to  frequent  change,  no  list 
is  given  here.
